Replying to questions at a 
‘ briefing for ‘a party of 
journalists” from” NATO coun= 
tries, General Gruenther, who 
Is at present chicf of staff at 
SHAPE, said that the Atlantic 
Pact Nations never had any 
thought of launching an attack. 

In spite of thelr propaganda 
to ‘the contrary, he-sald, the 
Russlans knew the West could 
not attack if [It wanted to. They 
saw fromthe nature and dis- 
Position of tho West's fdrces, he 
said, that they were. intended 
only for defence. 

General Gruenther said the 
objective of the Western world 
was to make any attack. too 
costly for an aggressor to con-

“I firmly belleve we will ob- 
taln our objectives” he added, 
“and there {9 not going to be a 
third world war.’

WHY ALL THE FURORE? 

Why then all the furore? The 
answer Is (although Hollysvood 
tries to hush I!) a real panic 
by film producers thant their 
audiences are being lured away 
by TV. A_ fear (well foundedt 
as far ns I'm concerned) that 
people would rather stay at 
home at nights In ao comfort- 
able chair wefching — television 
than turn out and queue for n 
film which they wouldn't rehl- 
ly. mind missing anyway.

“The Itallan Government,” ho 
stated, ‘“replied..:clearly that 
Italy was a free country with 
constitutions! assurances of 
political asylum,” 

There are between 300 and

The Foreign Office spokesman 
declined to be more explicit than 
to say that the Sovict satellite
